Claim 1, lines 2, the phrase "or mutant thereof has been deleted. 

Claim 2, line 2, the phrase "or mutant thereof has been deleted. 

Claim 24, line 1, the phrase "or is obtained from" has been deleted. 

Claim 24, lines 2-3, the phrase "or mutant thereof has been deleted. 

Claims 7-12, 19-23 and 25-31 have been canceled. 

Claim 1 is directed to an allowable product that is a novel strain NCIMB 41 164. Pursuant 
to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(b) and upon applicants' request, claims 2-6, 13-16 
and 24, directed to an allowable product of claim 1 and a process of using the allowable product 
that is a process of culturing the novel strain in a medium with urea or derivative of urea, 
previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction requirement (5/02/2008), 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104.

Because a claimed invention previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 
1.142 has been rejoined, the restriction requirement between groups I, II, V and VII as set 
forth in the Office action mailed on 5/02/2008 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the 
withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised 
that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or 
includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may 
be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application.
